Haydn in London 


CONDUCTOR’S NOTE 

Concerts in Haydn’s day were 
delightfully mixed affairs. There was 
usually a symphony at each end acting 
as kind of “bookends” of a whole 
concert (which often lasted for several 
hours.) In between there could be 
concertos, sonatas for harp, always 
something for a singer or two, solo 
fortepiano improvisations and all sorts 
of other things. 


This concert gives us an opportunity to 
experience that kind of delightful 
mixture for ourselves. Of course 
concerts were rarely made up of music 
by one composer. But on this occasion 
it will be interesting to see how Haydn 
deals with a number of different kinds 
of composition challenges. He is always 
inventive, always witty, and always 
amazingly able to speak directly to his 
audiences. 


Haydn was very proud of the Doctorate 
he received at Oxford soon after his 
first arrival in England in 1791. The 
Oxford Symphony was what he 
conducted in the Sheldonian Theatre 
there as part of his Doctorate 
celebrations. “Academy” was a very 
common name for a concert and dates 
back to the old 16th century academies 
where music, opera and plays could be 
performed to a select group of 
intellectuals in the north Italian cities.

“Haydn in London” could easily have been 
a headline in The London Morning 
Chronicle on January 2, 1791, the day 
Haydn arrived in Europe's largest city for 
the first of two sojourns. Haydn’s music 
had been a staple of the many concert 
series and salons that had emerged in 
London's booming social life for over a 
decade. As early as 1783 Haydn had 
anticipated travelling to London. His 
opportunity came soon after his long- 
time patron Prince Nicholas | Esterhazy 
passed away in 1790. Violinist and 
impresario Johann Peter Salomon 
dropped in at Haydn's apartments and 
convinced the composer to accompany 
him to London as the featured guest for 
his 1791 and 1792 seasons. 


Haydn accepted not only this offer, but 
also one for the 1794 and 1795 seasons. 
For each of the two trips, Haydn would 
appear as the featured guest in Salomon’s 
concerts, and compose six symphonies 
(twelve in all, known as the “Salomon” or 
“London” symphonies) and other works 
to be premiered by Salomon’s orchestra. 
The London Morning Chronicle followed 
Salomon's concerts closely, with reports 
on the quality of and audience reaction 
to Haydn's music appearing the morning 
after each performance. 


Symphony No. 99 in E-flat was 
composed in 1793, as Haydn anticipated 
his second trip to London the following 
year. This was the first symphony in which 
Haydn used clarinets, although he had 





used them in other types of works 
before. It was the featured work on the 
first concert of Haydn's second journey. 
The Morning Chronicle reported: “The 
incomparable HAYDN, produced an 
Overture [Symphony No. 99] of which it 
is impossible to speak in common terms. 
It is one of the grandest efforts of art 
that we ever witnessed. It abounds with 
ideas, as new in music as they are grand 
and impressive; it rouses and effects 
every emotion of the soul. ... It was 
received with rapturous applause.” 


After a second performance the 
following week, the Chronicle’s 
description read: “The first movement 
was encored: the effect of the wind 
instruments in the second movement was 
enchanting; the [oboe] and flute were 
finely in tune, but the bassoon was in 
every respect more perfect and delightful 
than we ever remember to have heard a 
wind instrument before. In the minuets, 
the trio was particularly charming: but 
indeed the pleasure the whole gave was 
continual; and the genius of Haydn, 
astonishing, inexhaustible, and sublime, 
was the general theme.” 
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FRANZ JOSEPH HAYDN 


During the third quarter of the 18th 
century the 27 librettos by the great 
Viennese court poet Pietro Metastasio 
became the staples of heroic opera, 
having been set to music over 800 times. 
Haydn extracted the text of Berenice, che 
fai (Scena di Berenice) from Metastasio’s 
Antigono, where Berenice laments her 
lonely fate after being abandoned by her 
lover Demetrio. After she describes her 
woeful state in recitative, Berenice sings 
an aria begging Demetrio not to “cross 
over to Lethe’s shores” (death) without 
her. Her grief continues to grow in 
another recitative and aria, where she 
prays that it finally become so great as to 
“relieve her of life.” 


Scene di Berenice was premiéred (along 
with Haydn’s Symphony No. 104) on 
May 4, 1795 at a concert for Haydn's 
benefit, a concert which scholar H. C. 
Robbins Landon has labeled “perhaps the 
greatest concert of Haydn's life.” Robbins 
Landon’s 20th century assessment reflects 
the ecstatic praise of Haydn which 
appeared in The Morning Chronicle the 
day after the performance: “A Gentleman, 
eminent for his musical knowledge, taste, 
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and sound criticism, declared this to be 
his opinion, that for fifty years to come 
musical composers would be little better 
than imitators of Haydn; and do little 
more than pour water on his leaves. We 
hope the prophecy may prove false; but 
probability seems to confirm the 
prediction.” 


The Divertimento in F for Nine 
Instruments probably dates from Haydn's 
first few years of employment as vice- 
Kapellmeister to the Esterhazy family, at 
their palace in Eisenstadt, about 30 miles 
south of Vienna. Prince Nicholas |, and 
before him his older brother Prince Paul 
Anton, who hired Haydn in 1761 but died 
the following year, often required such 
“diversionary” music played by small 
ensembles for court functions. Perhaps 
this particular work, for two oboes, two 
horns and five-part strings, was written 
for a gathering of dignitaries in one of the 
great halls of the palace, or for a party in 
the gardens, or even to accompany the 
Esterhazys during a hunting party at the 
lodge just a short ride from the palace. 
The lovely middle Adagio movement, 
couched between two quaint menuets, 
includes only the strings of the ensemble. 


Haydn became acquainted with Dr. John 
and Mrs. Anne Hunter during his first 
London journey. The Hunters were well 
connected in London's social circles: John 
was the Surgeon General and Inspector 
General of Hospitals, and maintained his 
own physiology museum, and Anne was a 
published poet who hosted a weekly 
salon dedicated to the discussion of 
literature and music. In 1794 Haydn set six 
of Mrs. Hunter’s poems as songs under 
the title English Songs, and the following 
year Mrs. Hunter helped Haydn choose 
six additional texts by various authors, 
including Shakespeare and Metastasio, for 
a second set of Songs. 


“Fidelity” is the last song of the first set, 
all on texts by Mrs. Hunter. “The Sailor's 
Song,” the first in the second set, reflects 
Haydn's fascination with the sea. Haydn 
had never seen the ocean until he crossed 
the English Channel on his way to London 
in 1790. After the trip he wrote to his 
friend Maria Anna von Genzinger, “I 
stayed on deck during the entire crossing 
so as to gaze my fill of the great monster, 
the ocean.” “Sympathy” is a setting of an 
English translation (possibly by Mrs. 
Hunter) of a Metastasio text, and “She 
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preference, and so the soprano voice gained prominence as a virtuoso vehicle of 
musical and dramatic expression. With only occasional exceptions, female 
characters in 17th and 18th century operas were written for soprano, as were boys 


and young men. By the end of the 1700s, different styles of singing were being 
identified for soprano: the coloratura voice is typically light and agile in the upper 
range, the lyric has a warmer sound with fewer lengthy ornamented passages, and 
the dramatic soprano is a rich, powerful voice, with a darker timbre. The growing 
salon culture in London, Paris, Vienna and other large cities during the 1780s and ‘90s 
induced composers like Haydn to compose pleasant song settings of domestic 

_ poetry for voice and fortepiano, which were published for public consumption. 





never told her love,” from Act 2 scene 4 
of Shakespeare's Twelfth Night, would 
certainly have been a favorite of the 
London salons. 


Although Haydn led the first 
performance of Symphony No. 92 in 


G Major during a stop over on the way to 


London in 1790, it did not receive its 
subtitle “Oxford” until July 1791, when it 
was performed, along with portions of 
Handel’s Samson and Alexander’s Feast, 
in three concerts celebrating Haydn's 
receiving an honorary degree of Doctor 
of Music from Oxford University. 


The noble, majestic character of the 
symphony was most fitting for the 
solemnity of the occasion. The Morning 
Herald reported: “The new Overture 
[Symphony No. 92] of HAYDN, prepared 
for this occasion, and previously 
rehearsed in the morning, led to the 
second Act, and a more wonderful 
composition never was heard. The 
applause given to HAYDN, who 
conducted this admirable effort of his 
genius, was enthusiastic; but the merit of 
the work, in the opinion of all the 
musicians present, exceeded all praise.” 
This work may also have been the 
symphony highlighted in Salomon’s 
second concert of the 1791 season, about 
which The Morning Chronicle declared, 
“It is a sublime composition — as much 


from the rich variety of the subject as the 


grandeur with which it is managed.”

Sir Roger Norrington, conductor 





A native of Oxford, England, Sir Roger 
Norrington has been a pioneer in the 
field of Historically Informed 
Performance since he founded the 
Schutz Choir in 1962. In 1969 he was 
invited to become music director of Kent 
Opera and for 15 years, conducted more 
than 400 performances of 40 different 
operas. He went on to create the London 
Classical Players in 1978, with whom he 
toured and made numerous seminal 
recordings, including the famed series of 


Beethoven symphonies. Sir Roger's work 
on scores, sound, orchestra size, seating, 
and playing style has had a profound 
effect on the way 18th and 19th century 
music is now perceived. He is in great 
demand by symphony orchestras 
worldwide and regularly conducts major 
orchestras in Berlin, Vienna, Salzburg, 
Amsterdam, Paris, New York, Boston, San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, Chicago, and 
London. Since 1998, Sir Roger has been 
Chief Conductor of the Radio Symphony 
Orchestra of Stuttgart introducing 
Historically Informed Performance 
practices to the modern ensemble. He 
made his Boston debut in 1987 
conducting Haydn's The Seasons for the 
Boston Early Music Festival. This is Sir 
Roger's third season as Artistic Advisor for 
the Handel and Haydn Society.
